Delay at 
atom plant 


Wendell J. Kelley, president 
of Illinois -Power Company, 
announced Friday that the 
company’s planned nuclear 
units near Clinton will each be 
deferred one year. 

New dates for planned 
operation are 1981 for the first 
950,000 kilowatt unit and 1984 for 
the second. 

Contributing to the deferment 
of the plant are delays the 
company is experiencing in 
acquiring the necessary 
licenses permits and 
authorities from various 
regulatory agencies, state and 
federal, Kelley said at Decatur. 

A review of the company’s 
load forecast indicates that the 
deferments can be = ac- 
commodated, Kelley said. 

Plans to put a 600,000 kilowatt 
unit on the line in 1975 at the IP 
Baldwin plant, and a 460,000 
kilowatt unit at the IP Havana 
plant in 1978, are still on 
schedule, Kelley said. Both will 
be coal-fired. 

Licensing procedures for the 
Clinton plant will proceed, he 
said, as will land acquisition 
there. 

‘“‘When environmental 
hearings are completed for the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
construction permit, we will ask 

* for permission to do some early 
construction there,’’ Kelley 
said, “It is obvious, however, 
that delays to date will make it 
impossible for us ta begin all 
major construction in 1975 as we 
had planned.” 

The company at present has 
received a certificate of con- 
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venience and necessity from the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
for the Clinton plant 

Still in abeyance are the ARC 
construction permit, the ICC 
authority for the right of 
eminent domain to finish up 
land acquisition, and numerous 
other permits and authorities. 

The Clinton plan was an- 
nounced in 1970 before any land 
had been purchased and before 
determination of fuel had been 
made. In 1972, Illinois Power 
announced the plant will be 
nuclear . 

Approximately 13,800 acres of 
land will be required for the 
plant and the 5,000-acre cooling 
lake to be constructed by 
damming the Salt Creek and the 
North Branch of Salt Creek at a 
point six miles east of Clinton 
near State Route 10 

The company has acquired 
ownership or options on all but 
about 2,200 acres of the required 
Jand.

Steel trade 
deficit rises 


Steel imports totaled 1,279,000 
tons during September, ac- 
cording to new government 
data supplied the American 
Iron and Steel Institute. This 
was a drop of 450,000 tons from 
the 1,729,000 tons of steel im- 
ported during August. 

September's imports were 
204,000 tons more than the 
1,075,000 tons of foreign steel 
shipped into this country during 
the same month of 1973. 

‘Through the first nine months 
of this year, steel imports 
totaled 10,256,000 tons. That 
compares with 11,511,000 tons. 
imported in the comparable 
period of last year. 

Although the tonnage of 
foreign steel received by the 
U.S. was down, the value of 
these shipments was up sharply 
over 1973. 

By the end of September, the 
average declared value of steel 
imported during 1974 was 
$293.59 per ton. ‘This compares 
with a comparable average of 


-$180.48 per ton for the first nine 


months of 1973. 

Through the first nine months 
of 1974, the U.S. trade deficit in 
steel mill products stood at 
$1,457,672,000. Last year's 
deficit for the same period was 
$1,407 454,000,

collection methods 


Consumers have gained 
added protection against 
unethical bill collectors as a 
result of enactment of the new 
Collection Agency Act and 
amendments to the Criminal 
Code of 1961 in the last session of 
the Illinois General Assembly. 

The Illinois State Bar 
Association says that during the 
past year numerous complaints 
were reported in the news 
concerning questionable 
practices by employes of some 
collection agencies and “the 
placing of outrageous pressures 
against debtors through the use 
of threats to debtors and their 
families.”* 

Effective this month, bill 
collection agencies must obtain 
a one-year operating license, at 
a cost of $50, and post a $25,000 
surety bond with the Illinois 
Department of Registration and 
Education. Renewal of the 
license and bond are required 
each year. 

Employes of the collection 
agencies must also’ meet the 
following qualifications: 

(a) Be citizens of the United 
States, of good moral character 
and at least 21 years of age. 

(b) Have had at least one 
year experience working in the 
credit field or a related area. 

(c) Not have been convicted 
of a crime involving moral 
turpitude. 

(d) Have an accepted credit 
rating, no unsatisfied 
judgments, and never have 
declared bankruptcy. 

The conduct of debt collectors 
is also regulated by the new 
legislation 

For example, no collector 
may threaten force, violence or 


physical harm to a debtor, his 
family or property. 

Unless there is a legal basis 
for a criminal complaint, the 
collector may not threaten 
arrest or criminal prosecution. 

To seize or attach or sell the 
debtor’s property, the collector 
must have a court-order, He 
may not take the property, 
without disclosing the necessity 
of a court order to the debtor. 

A collector may not disclose 
information adversely affecting 
a debtor's reputation for credit- 
worthiness if he knows orshas 
reason to know that ‘the in- 
formation is false, 

The collector may not initiate 
communication with a debtor’s 
employer unless there has been, 
a default in payment of the 
obligation for at least 30 days. 

At least fivé days prior. to 
giving nolice to the employer, 
written notice must be given to 
the debtor at hig last known 
address of. the collector’s in. 
tention to communicate with the 
employer. e 

No debt collector may 
communicate with the debtor or 
any member of his family at 
such a time of day or night and 
with such frequency as “to 
constitute harassment. 

The collector may not use 
profane, obscene ‘or abusive 
language or engage in any 
conduct intended to cause 
mental or physical distress to 
the debtor or his family 

The Mlinois. State Bar 
Association also points out that 
fraudulent - misrepresentation 
by bill collectors is covered by 
the new legislation a 

The collector'cannot use any 
form of communication which 
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simulates legal or judicial 


process or which gives the 


- appearance of being authorized, 


issued or approved by a govern- 
mental agency or official or by 
an attorney when it is not. 

He may not use any badge, 
uniform or other identification 
of any governmental agency or 
official except as authorized by 
law. 

* Nor may he conduct business 
under any name or in any 
manner which suggests or 
implies that a collection agency 
is bonded if it is not, or is a 
branch of or is affiliated with 
any governmental agency or 
court if it is not. 

_ In addition, no debt collector 
can legally represent that an 
existing debt may be increased 
by the addition of attorney's 
fees, investigation fees or any 
other charges if they may not 


“legally be added to the existing 


debt. 

He cannot collect or attempt 
to collect any interest or other 
charge in excess of the actual 
debt — unless such charge is 
expressly authorized by the 
agreement creating the debt, or 
unless in a commercial tran- 
saction such interesYor other 
charge is expressly authorized 

A consumer suspicious of 
such illegal activities may file a 
complaint with the director of 
the Illinois Department of 
Registration and Education 

If it is determined that the 
complaint is valid, a public 
hearing will be held to settle the 
matter, 

Violations of the Collection 
Agency Act and amendments to 
the Criminal Code of 1961 carry 
penalties which vary from 
prosecution as misdemeanors 
to felonies.

Rebuilding task ahead 
for state Republicans

Each election year develops 
its own unique characteristics 
and 1974 was no exception, 

In Mlinois, this campaign will 
be recorded in history as one 
marked by deep apathy on 
behalf of the voting public. 

The basic causes, of course, 
have been the post-Watergate 
malaise and an even deeper 
resentment against all 
politicians in this state because 
of the convictions of a number 
of prominent political figures, 
including former Gov. Otto 
Kerner. 

But aside from voter apathy, 
shared with .most other states, 
the 1974 campaign developed 
some political currents that will 
affect the future course of 
political events in Illinois. 

The failure of Republicans to 
come. up with a serious 
challenger to incumbent 
Democratic U.S. Sen Adlai E. 
Stevenson may have firmed a 
pattern of ‘super senators” for 
Illinois. 

Two years ago, Democrats 
failed to mount a serious 
challenger to Republican 
Charles H. Percy, thereby 
assuring his re-election and by a 
one-million-plus plurality. 

Stevenson came close to 
matching this plurality in 
crushing unfortunate 
Republican George Burditt, 
defeating him by more than 
700,000 votes.

Barring a bid for national 
office or some other unforeseen 
development, it is being taken 
for granted that Percy and 
Stevenson can expect to 
represent Illinois in the U.S 
Senate for virtually as long as 
either might wish to do so. 

Although even some of his 
own Democrats may be an- 
noyed by such a claim, there is 
little doubt that Gov. Daniel 
Walker will come out of the 1974 
campaign stronger than when 
he entered it. 

At the Statehouse, one no 
longer hears the confident GOP 
comment of only a few weeks 
ago that Walker in 1976 will be 
easy pickings for a Republican 
gubernatorial contender like 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 

There is now a quiet Capitol 
consensus that Gov. Walker is 
going to be hard for anyone to 
beat two years from now. A two- 
year term is to be filled in 1976. 

Already looming for Illinois 
Republicans is a big 
organizational rebuilding 
program. 

State, area and county 
Republican organizations have 
been shattered by the impact of 


Watergate, and restoring the 
party to some stage of public 
confidence is going to be a 
herculean job. 

Sen, Percy has already 
publicly committed himself to 
taking the lead in pushing for 
drastic overhaul of the Illinois 
party structure, But some other 
party leaders, probably in- 
cluding Scott, are certain to 
contest any Percy effort to take 
over the party leadership. 

Percy, for his part, must see 
to it that the Republican party 
in Illinois is re-established as a 
strong force if he is to make a 
serious run for the 1976 
Presidential] nomination 

From a Presidential stand- 
point, Stevenson's landslide 
victory may propel him into 
national attention as a possible 
Democratic Presidential or 
Vice President nominee in 1976. 

Gov. Walker, too, will be 
receiving more national at- 
tention, and few at the 
Statehouse doubt that he will go 
all-out. to exploit the 
Democratic Ilinois triumph as 
a vehicle for furthering his 
recognized and unlimited 
national ambitions.

3. “New steel capacity will be 
slow to come on stream for two 
reasons: 

(a) “Delivery time for new 
equipment is already very 
extended, 

{b) “The cost of new equip 
ment is so great that fipancing 
other than debt is needed 
Financing this steel expansion 
will take time. 

“I feel that this background is 
essential in order to understand 
Laclede ‘Steel’s earning 
potential.”’ aX 

In response to questions, Akin 
discussed a strike at the firm's 
Memphis fabricating plant 

“The union membership 
rejected our final offer and went 
onstrike a week ago.

1,205 Quad 


For the first time in four 
years, fall quarter enrollment 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has increased. 

Robert M. Bruker, director of 
admissions and records, reports 
that the enrollment totals 
11,387, up 177 over the 1973 fall 
quarter. The total does not 
include more than 1,000 
students enrolled in extension 
programs and off-campus 
masters degree programs. 

Bruker said the total 
represented the first time that 
fall-quarter enrollment has 
shown an increase since 1970. 

In 1970, SIUE enrolled an all- 
time high of 13,700 students. By 
the fall of 1973, enrollment had 
declined to 11,210. 

Dr. John S. Rendleman, SIUE 
president, attributed the 
enrollment gain to a campus- 
wide increased emphasis on 
enrollment and retention of 
students. 

“We are delighted that the 
university has apparently 

. bottomed out on enrollment. We 
expect the next few years will 
see small but steady in- 
creases,"’ Rendleman said. 

A breakdown of the 
enrollment shows 155 foreign 
students from 35 countries, 1,069 
out-of-state students from 39 
states and the District of 
Columbia, and 10,058 _lllinois 
students.

Creativity can 
remedy needs, 
group is told 


Good habits become bad 
habits when they lock you in 
and don’t let you accept new 
ideas, William Higginbotham, 
management consultant, told 
area businesses and industry 
representatives last week. 

Higginbotham was the lun- 
cheon speaker at a one-day 
safety seminar at Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville. 

He suggested that people use 
their imagination creatively in 
solving problems. ‘Imagination 
is unlimited; knowledge is 
limited.” Higginbotham said. 

“There is no limit of work you 
can do if you don't care who gets 
the credit. If you can't get the 
job done, plant the idea in 
someone else’s mind,” he said 

Higginbotham said the main 
reason employers hire new 
people is that they don’t yet 
know what they can’t do. 

He pointed out ‘killer 
phrases’’ that will discourage 
creative thinging: “It isn’t in 
our budget,"’ ‘‘we tried it once,” 
“Why change?”’ and “Are you 
serious?” are guaranteed to 
discourage most creative ef- 
forts, he said. 

Higginbotham urged 
development of what he called 
“the attitude of constructive 
discontent.”

Following is a partial text of 
comments by Paul B. Akin, 
Laclede Steel Company 
president, Thursday to the St. 
Louis Society of Financial 
Analysts: 

During the 1960s and early 
1970s,. ‘‘The Great’ Steel 
Depression,” Laclede Steel did 
what many other steel com- 
panies were forced to do. We 
modernized to stay alive, and 
borrowed to pay for it. 

In 1965, we replaced our four 
open hearth furnaces and’ two 
cupolas with two large electric 
are furnaces. We also added.a 
large continuous bloom casting 
machine and a modern finishing 
mill. % 

We had more than a small 
amount of trouble getting the 


new equipment to. operate - 


economically. ,Start-up 
problems caused increasing 
losses in 1968 and 1969. 

In 1970, the year of our largest 
loss, we alsohad high scrap raw 
material costs that ‘we were 
unable to pass through. 


In the spring of 1970, as these 


problems piled higher. and 
higher, I came to”know the 
Lord. At that time I needed all 
of the faith in Him and prayer 


that I could muster. Since then.. 


my faith has grown and my 
prayers continue. 

Little did we know then that 
those loss years were to be our 
“base years” for the economic 
stabilization program. The 
period from Aug. 15, 1971, 
through April 30, 1974, was a 
frustrating climax, to years of 
struggle. : ? 

During these lean years, 
however, we accomplished a 
great deal. ‘ 

A major program in 
production planning -and_ in- 
ventory control was instituted 
and completed. Accounting and 
cost ‘control- procedures were 
refined into much greater detail 
than had formerly beén 


* available.

Additional remarks by 
Co. President 
Paul B. Akin on Thursday to the 
St. Louis Society of Financial 
Analysts; 

In thé matter of government 
controls, there are three majdr 
areas that concern ‘Laclede 
Steel. They are scrap export 
controls, steel import controls 
and price controls. 

In regard to serap export 
controls, the U. S. secretary of 
commerce is permitting enough 
scrap to go into export to con- 
tinue the short supply situation 
within the United States. 

This policy.does two things: It 
makes sure that we don’t run, 
out of scrap—and that's good— 
and it forces the industry to pass 
through to the steel consumer 
this year approximately four 
billion dollars of ‘unnecessary 
costs—that’s bad, inflationary 
and inexcusable. \ 

I believe the present ad- 
ministration will continue this 
“‘good-bad”’ policy. 

Insofar as steel import 
controls are concerned, I don't 
think the government is going to 
do anything about them; and as 
I indicated above, I don’t view it, 
asa real problem for the carbon 
steel producer. 

Price controls are quite 
another matter. I pray that 
the President can avoid them, 
as I know of no way that 
anything but trouble for the 
country can come from such a 
move. 

In regard to price controls on 
steel, however, a big political 
change recently took place. 

In the 1960s, it was politically 
popular to beat steel prices 
down. 

Steel had political clout in 
only six states. Steel consumers 
had clout in all states. 

Foreign steel was plentiful 
then as an alternative. Foreign 
steel is no longer either plentiful 
or dependable. ' . 

And steel consumers. know 
that if domestic steel conipanies 
do not make enough of a return 
on equity to attract capital for 
expansion, steel shortages will 

continue and gtow increasingly 
severe. ad

We are selling large tonnages 
of this forging steel for use.in 
the fabrication of flanges for 
heavy pipe connections. 

There are other examples of 
forged steel. A garden hoe and 
hammer are everyday items, 
-but they require a fine grade of 

«steel. A finned farm combine 

part is a-much harder ap- 

plication and takes a top quality 
steel. 

We have purchased a number 
of hammers for our sales 
department to use as 
promotional material. 

There were a number of 
products that did not measure 
up in profitability. After a great 
deal of detailed study, we closed 
our steel joist maufacturing 
facilities at the Madison, Il., 
plant 
Our thin wall tubing became 
unprofitable, so we got out of 
that. product line. We also 
Stopped manufacturing dowel 
bar assemblies and closed our 
fine wire drawing department 
in Alton. 

«® We carefully examined all 
orders on our rolling mills and 
on .our finishing mills and 
eliminated the separate items 
that were unprofitable. 

Inall areas, a steady push has 
been exerted to. lower man- 
hours per ton and to improve 
quality. 

Several departments, 
through improved — work 
practices, better equipment, 
and the elimination of poor 
erders, have reduced ‘their 
man-hours per ton by more 
than 20 per cent since 1971. 
The récord improvement for 

a rolling mill was our little 

eight-inch mill in Alton. We 

gave it an overhead crane and 
some additional] mill stands. 

With this new equipment, in 


«pipe for the entire installation 
should exceed 20 per cent 

In. September of this/ year, 
Laclede Steel purchased a new 
high-speed rod finishing, mill 
and rod-handling equipment. 

This new equipment will 
replace the final stands of our 
present rod mill. We expect it to 
be operative later next year, 
and the man-hours per ton of 
product shipped will be reduced 
by more than 10 per cent. 

There are several other 

cts of this installation that 
will make additional savings 
possible soon 

The project that is now ready. 
for board approval is the in- 
stallation of some handling 
equipment and a reworking of 
our automobile shredder in 
Alton. When these revisions 
_have been completed, we expect 
to double our monthly 
production of fragmented 
serap. 

Even at twice the present 
capacity, the car shredder 
would supply less than 15 per 
cent of our scrap needs. 

In my letter to stockholders of 
July 24, 1974, I stated that “the 
management is developing an 
extensive two-step moder- 
nization and expansion 
program, the first step of which 
will probably include a third 
electric arc’ steelmaking fur- 
nace similar to the two 
presently in operation, and a 
new blooming mill.” 

1 would like to add now that 
we are also looking al a couple 
of other alternatives. 

In the discussion’ above, I 
mentioned that scrap was 
presently our prime raw 
material, that scrap prices soar 
when there is a world steel 

«shortage, and that we should 
have numerous steel shortages 
for the next eight to ten years. 

Although we can now pass 
these high costs through, and I 
see no reason why we will not be 
able .to continue to pass them 
through, we don’t like to be so 
dependent upon such a volatile 
raw material. 


We have, accordingly, 


conjunction with revised work 
practices, the mill has in- 
creased from four tons of 
product per hour in 1970 to over 
eight tons per hour this year. 

One of the most important 
programs that was carried out 
during the latter.1960s was in 
product scheduling. 

Late orders cause customer 
irritation and distress. As we 
have been operating almost all 
of our facilities at or near 
capacity for some time, and as 
wire products alone number in 
the thousands, shipping each 
order on or before the promised 
date is quite a challenge. 

Our grading is strict. If 99 per 
cent of an order ships on time 
and one per cent is one day late, 
the entire order is classified 
“late,” and the charge is made 
to the guilty department. 

When the demand for steel 
peaked and held in 1973, I was 
pleased to see that there was 
virtually no deterioration of our 
shipping ‘‘on-time’’ _ per- 
formance. At no time did 
Laclede Steel take a month or a 
quarter ‘‘out of the book.” 

The fact that Laclede has 
maintained an excellent record 
of shipping on time throughout 
this shortage period has been a 
great help since the elimination 
of price controls. 

We made price increases at 
once to cover the high price of 
scrap. Our customers did not 
like to have to pay more for our 
steel, but in light of our 
dependability, we caught a 
minimum of “‘flak."’ 

The spread now in the multi- 
tier pricing is no longer as great 
as it was earlier this year. 

This brings us to where we 
are today. In my opinion, 
Laclede has a well-trained and 
efficient management 

Our plain carbon, low-alloy 
and high-strength steels go into 
a myriad of applications and 
into numerous diverse in- 
dustries. 

No customer bankruptcy or 


Any one of these alternatives 
will require a great deal of 
money, 

I believe Laclede Steel could 
finance the pellet plant project 
with debt, but the third arc 
furnace and blooming mill at 
Alton or the 134-inch plate mill 
would cost more than Laclede 
could handle with debt alone. 

For this reason, we are 
studying each alternative very 
carefully. 

We must calculate what the 
probable capital _costs, 
operating. costs, selling prices, 
margins, volume, cash flow, et 
al, are for each alternative. 

The project or projects that 
present the possibility of 
financing themselves will be 
pursued further 

We do not feel that Laclede 
Steel is under any obligation to 
expand for expansion’s sake or 
to grow for growth’s sake. 

Our next major step will have 


recession of a steel consuming 
industry will cause Laclede 
much worry. 

A booklet distributed today 
shows only a few of our product 
applications, but it gives a clear 
indication of how many totally 
different industries we serve. 

‘Three difficult areas im- 
mediately come to mind: scrap 
prices, the- return of foreign 
steel and government controls. 

In 1970, with the first of the 
recent international steel 
shortages, ‘scrap prices. rose 
sharply, but the steel shortage 
was not sufficiently severe to 
allow multi-tier steel prices. 

As Laclede relies entirely on 
scrap for raw material, the 
squeeze caused a severe loss for 
the year. 

When the second _ in- 
ternational steel shortage 
began in 1973; scrap prices 
again shot up. I made many 
trips to Washington that year 
trying to convince the U.S 
secretary of commerce, 
legislators and White House 
aides to restrict the outflow of 
ferrous scrap. : 

With the help of some other 
groups, we stirred up a lot of 
noise, but had only moderate 
success in limiting exports. 

I was concerned that as a 
nation, we would run out of 
scrap. In the fall of 1973, the 
Arabs cut the supply of bunker 
fuel and the exports slowed, but 
they began again in earnest 
early this year, 

The crisis came in March 
when the price of prime scrap 
jumped almost $40 per ton in a 
week’s time. There was panic 
buying 

It finally got through to the 
Department of Commerce that 
we could run out of scrap. | am 
no longer concerned that they 
will let it happen. We came 
close enough to running out to 
make the message clear. 

Last year, the United States 
exported about 20 per cent of the 
ferrous scrap that came into the 
market 

Obviously, 


this country 


to be a big one. When steel 
companies expand _ their 
steelmaking equipment, it 
usually requires a giant step. 

A manufacturer of screws 
and bolts can expand his 
business by small increments 
year after year. All he must do 

is add a lean-to on his building 
and put in another automatic 
screw machine. 

Our next increment, however, 
could be an extension on our 15- 
story melt shop building that is 
capable of carrying a thousand- 
ton live load 75 feet in the air, 
plus the addition of one 
steelmaking furnace. 

This increment would in- 
crease our steelmaking ability 
50 per cent. 

If we add one furnace 
similar to the two that we now 
have and a bloom mill similar 
to the one we now have, the 
capital cost at today’s inflated 
prices—without even in-

Some people believe it is just 
a matter of time before another 
flood of foreign steel comes into 
the domestic market and 
wrecks the earnings ‘of the 
domestic steel ‘ companies. I 
don’t agree. i 

I have no doubt that the 
European governments will 
continue to grant subsidies to 
promote steel exports to the 
United States when their 
economy is. slack, but the 
Europeans no longer have the 
cost advantages of the’ 1960s. 

The dollar devaluations plus 
their inflation have brought 
their costs much closer to ours. 

Add to this the fact that they 
no longer have anywhere near 
as much surplus steel to export, 

The Japanese still have a cost 
advantage and could raid our 
market, but here again, they 
also have less available for 
export. 

A final point to be remem- 
bered on this subject is the! 
attitude of the steel consumer. | 
The foreign steel suppliers cut 
off steel consumers mercilessly 
in 1973 and 1974. 

For many, foreign steel was 
their only source, and they had 
no ‘‘position"’ with a domestic 
producer, Few will forget that 
lesson. 

I think most steel consumers 
will “buy American” first for 
some time. 

Although foreign steel may be 
a problem for the stainless 
steel, tool steel and specialty , 
producers, I do not see that it 
will again be a serious or 
continuing problem in the next 
eight to ten years.

Special education 
reforms are sought 


Criticism of.present activities 
of the Office of the- Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
Tegarding education of han- 
dicapped children — and 
recommendations for sweeping 
reforms — were oytlined in a 
letter from the Illinois 
Association for Retarded 
Citizens to members of the State 
Board of Education late last 
week. 

“When 60,000 children who 
are in need of special education 
services are not receiving them, 
strong steps are surely in- 
dicated. We are willing to take 
these steps. To do otherwise, 
would imply acceptance of the 
present situation. + 

“If those who do not choose to 
walk with us are left on the 
roadway — so be it!'’, wrote 
Mrs. Claire Hutchison, 
member of the board of 
directors of the Illinois 
Association for Retarded 
Citizens and chairman of the 
group’s Special Education 
Committee. 

‘A mandatory _ special 
education law has been in effect 
since 1965. The intent and 
commitment of the legislature 
is as clear today as it was nine 
years ago. 

“State and federal courts 
have ruled again and again on 
the right of all children fo an 
education appropriate to their 
needs, To deny this education is 
a violation of the 14th Amend- 
ment of the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

“The elimination of the 
problems we present will be 
directly affected by the person 
named as the superintendent of 
public instruction, We are 
asking the Board of Education 
to notify the new superintendent 
of these problems and instruct 
him to give them priority 
status.”’ 

Among the issues Mrs 
Hutchison cited were: 

1. Sixty thousand in Illinois 
who are in need of special 
education services are not 
receiving them. 

2. Ninety-five per cent of the 
children placed ina class for the 
educable mentally handicapped 
or trainable mentally han- 
dicapped are never transferred 
from them, Except for rare 
instances, opportunities for 
integration and socialization 
with non-handicapped children 
do not exist. 

3. Plans and programs for the 
handicapped adopted by the 
OSPI are often developed in 
haste. In-put into planning by 
interested groups is generally 
not requested or, when 
requested, is usually ac- 
companied by severe time 
restraints which do not allow for 
adequate study, review and 
comment. 

For example, the develop- 
ment of a regional system for 
disbursement of several 
millions of federal dollars 
produced guidelines with 
conflicting statements and was 
rejected by those agencies 
charged with the responsibility 


to implement the guidelines, 
Mrs. Hutchison said. 

4. Rules and regulations for 
operation and administration of 
special education were filed 
with the secretary of state 
before a final draft was made 
available to, interested 
organizations and agencies for 
the purpose of review and 
comment. 

Since this document contains 
several items of great import— 
child and parent rights, class 
size, evaluation and placement 
procedures, etc.—an_ op- 
portunity to review and com- 
ment should have been ac- 
corded all interested agencies, 
departments and organizations, 
it is contended. 

5. Special education laws are 
not being enforced. A key ad- 
ministrator of the OSPI has said 
publicly that he will not enforce 
the laws because the tools 
available to him for purposes of 
enforcement are not ap- 
propriate. 

If this explanation for not 
enforcing the laws is accepted 
as valid, then the OSPI has a 
responsibility to develop and 
submit to the legislature a 
system that will meet the intent 
of the law and that is en- 
forceable, Mrs. Hutchison 
asserted. 

6. The Department of 
Recognition and Supervision 
visits special education unit 
districts and joint agreement 
regions once every four years 
for evaluating and monitoring. 
More frequent visits are urged. 
A major problem for this sec- 
tion of OSPT is insufficient staff, 
‘Two persons are charged with 
the responsibility of visiting all 
special education programs. 

7. OSPI back-up services to 
local districts and regions are 
“unbelievably inadequate.”” 

The OSPI’ dutifully reports 
changes in the laws, rules and 
regulations, federal guidelines, 
etc., to the local level, but 
rarely offers assistance in 
implementing them. 

8. A state plan for the 
education of all handicapped 
children will have to be sub- 
mitted to the Health, Education 
and Welfare Department. The 
Bureau of the Handicapped of 
HEW is expecting to receive 
these plans by late December 
1974 

Programmatic components, 
as well as child and parent 
rights, must be included in the 
plan. States not in compliance 
with these requirements could 
lose all federal aid. 

Interested agencies and 
organizations have not been 
advised of the status or 
progress to date or asked to 
participate in the development 
of this plan, it is contended 

9.The existence. of the 
Handicapped Children's Section 
seems to be in jeopardy 
Discussion indicates that some 
personnel of the OSPI feel that 
handicapped children should be 
an integral part of the 
educational system

Recommendations contained 
in the letter include: 

1. Handicapped Children’s 
Section—That this, section 
remain a separate until within 
the OSPI. 

2. Sufficent ai ualified 
staff—Such staff, “experienced 
in the field of special education, 
to be employed in sufficient 
numbers by January 1975. 

3. State plan—That the 
Handicapped Children’s Section 
begin immediately to develop a 
comprehensive state plan that 
meets the needs of all han- 
dicapped children. A system for 
implementing state and federal 
regulations and requirements 
would be included in the plan. 

Persons responsible for 
development of the plan would 
include representatives of state 
departments, agencies and 
organizations who maintain an 
active interest in the education 
of handicapped children. 

The state plan would be 
acknowledged as a working 


plan rather than a plan sub- 
mitted to agencies for the sole 
purpose. of receiving funds. A 


board, committee or council _ 


with authority to make.changes 
and take any necessary action 
for purposes of enforcement 
would be designated. 

4. Implementation of special 
education legislation—If the 
present explanation of the 
OSPI for not enforcing man- 
datory special education 
legislatiort is accepted as valid, 
then the OSPI has a respon- 
sibility to develop and submit te 
the legislature or other ap - 
propriate body by March 1975 a 
system that meets the intent of 
the law and is enforceable, it is 
asserted. 

A-specific body, such as the 
State Board of Education, 
School ‘Problems Commission, 
etc., would be assigned the task 
of seeing that this recom- 
mendation is implemented. 

5. Planning and. in-put— 
Agencies, organizations and 
state departments affected by 
rules and regulations, policies, 
philosophies, procedures, “etc. 
of the OSPI would be involved 
during the development of the 
rules rather than being placed 
in ‘ta reactionary position which
